Answers to Questionnaire 
Show Divergence of Be-

Discloses. 


Macon. Ga., October 11.—Dr. Rufus 
W. Weaver, president of Mercer uni- 
versity, tonight made public a letter 
to Dr. Henry Fox, professor of biology 
in the institution, whose resignation 
has- been requested. in which it was 
stated the action had been taken be- 
cause the instructor’s religious be- 
liefs “are so radically and utterly op- 
posed to those held by Georgia Bap- 
tists that it is impossible for him to 
continue as a teacher in the univer- 
sity.” 

The resignation of Dr. Fox. was 
called for by the two governing bodies 
of the university, the executive com- 
mittee of the board of trustees and the 
administre .on committee of the execu- 
tive cop wittee of the Georgia Baptist 
conve’ «ion, the letter asserted. 

“I regret that the judgment of these 
two bodies, the one possessing the 
moral right and the other the legal 
right to control Mercer university, 
should not be favorable to your con- 
tinuance until the termination of your 
contract next June,’ Dr. Weaver's 
letter read. 

Evolution Not Involved. 

“As I endeavor to interpret the rea- 
sons which have led to this judgment, 
I am persuaded that it does not in- 
volve the question of evolution. You 
have not taught the theory of evoiu- 
tion as an established fact. In your 
class room work you have always rep- 
resented its hypothetical character. 
This theory is one which every stu- 
dent in*science must know, and I am 
glad that in. your presentation of it 
you have never shown a dogmatic or 
arrogant spirit. 

“Therefore, I am led to the con- 
clusion that the real reason for the, 
course taken by our two governing 
bodies is the statement of your be- 
liefs made to a committee appointed 
by the board of trustees, in which it 
seemed to this committee that your 
attitude toward certain basie evangeli- 
cal beliefs would prevent you in giv- 
ing any instruction, from presenting 
the facts of science in such a way as 
to strengthen the faith of the students 
in these doctrines which evangelical 
Christians hold to be most essential.”

The disaster of the Dixmude, in the 
belief of G.rman airship men, was due 
to the fact that the commander of 
the ship probably was forced by en- 
gine trouble to rise and blow off gas 
during an electrical storm. Ordinari- 
ly an airship commander does not 
fear a thunderstorm. His speed usu- 
ally enables him to escape or his ship 
serves as a lightning conductor. Dur- 
ing the war many German ships were 
struck by lightning and never harmed. 

Gasoline fumes from the engines 
constitute a greater fire menace than 
hydrogen gas, although the fact is 
little known outside of technical air- 
ship circles. A spark from the mag- 
neto 1s apt to ignite these fumes, if 
escaping in any quantity. The Ger- 
mans have always been aware of this 
peril and the Maybach concern, which 
has built the engines for the ZR-3, 
is now working on a new kind of oi!- 
burning engine of the Diesel 
The ZR-3 engines are said to be fore- 
runners of this new motor.

That situation remains. And it is 
hard to see how it can ever be ma-

Only if 
the league were authorized to mo- 
bilize and employ’ British _ ships, 
French and Italian armies,, and jin- 
deed all armies as it might decide, 


to maintain peace and without regard 
to the wishes of the nations them- 
selves, would you have an automatic 
control. Such authority no nation 
would confer upon an international 
body, or confer upon an international 
body, or obey to its own hurt, even if 
it had signed it away. 

On the moral side the league has 
accomplished much, in reality about 
all that was conceivable, . by the 
adoption of the Bliss-Shotwell for- 
mula which does supply a method’ of 
determining at once responsibility. In 
the last analysis, no nation ever con- 
sciously wages an aggressive war. 
Even the German people in 1914 were 
satisfied that they were fighting a 
defensive war, while the mass of the 
Austrians regarded the action of 
their government as the attempt to 
preserve the Hapsburg edifice in the 
face of the deliberate effort of the 
southern Slavs to repeat the perform- 
ances of Sardinia. But the decision 


of an international body like the 
legaue, fixing moral responsibility.

Would Be Deterrent. 

A nation which declined arbitra- 
tion and rushed to military action as 
first Austria and then Germany did 
in 1914 would be out of court in 
world opinion and would intevitably 
hesitate to incur such condemnation.

fear of foreign denunciation as of 
domestic censure.

Herriot in his opening 
speech at Geneva spoke of the three 
inseparable steps to the toundation 
of peace, arbitration, security, dis-

Radio Address of Presi- 
dent Outlines His Views 
on Relations Between 
Affected Elements. 


Washington, October 11.—Working 
cooperation between business and the 
public “in accord with the dictates of 
was held up tonight 
by President Coolidce in an address 
radio to emplovees of the H. J. 
Heinz company gathered at banquets 
in various cities to celebrate the an- 
niversary of the founding of the busi- 
ness, as the “true‘and practical ideal” 
wished by the government. 

The supremacy of the government 
has been the main motive dominating 
the economic and political development 
of recent years, he said, adding that 
it has brought the public interest 
into the equation of modern indus- 
trial and commercial relations. 

But the government, Mr. Coolidge 
declared, prefers to let business go 
its own way, “so long as that is the 
right way; so long as it is the way 
of honest and genuine service to the 
real public interest.” 

Must Represent Public. 

The government, he continued, 
must be the servant “of the publie 
welfare and the creation of an in- 
formed and seasoned publie opinion.” 

“It cannot be dominated by any 
privilege,’ the president warned, “it 
cannot be subservient to any private 
advantage. It must always represent 
the public. With the hearty sym- 
pathy of both business and the peo- 
ple, we have made a long advance 
There are 
encouraging signs of readiness to go 
further on the same way. The godv- 
ernment will surely be prepared to 
give all encouragment in such a pro. 
gram. For, by these methods only 
shall we bring about a proper bal- 
anee, a secure and lasting adjust- 
ment of the supreme individual in- 
terest by bringing it into harmony 
with the highest consideration of the 
national welfare.” 

Against Public Ownership. 

The people of America will keep 
control and ownership of their prop- 
erty, Mr. Coolidge insisted, “as a 
preliminary 
their supremacy over their govern- 
ment.” 

“They know,” he added, “that 
when the government begins to own 
property it begins to own people. 
They want all these powers in their 
own hands,” 

It is the firm policy of the Ameri- 
the president declared, to 
insist that “business forms and meth- 
ods shall be subordinated to the pub- 
lic interest.” In this regard, he said, 
public authority as represented by the 
government has taken up the attitude 
of “moderation and reasonableness in 
dealing with these difficult and com- 
plex problems.” 

“Laws aimed at curbing and regu- 
monopolies have been  em- 
ployel for control and regulation, not 
destruction,” he explained. “It is no 
part of public policy, as the Ameri- 


can peopie now conceive it, to tear 
down legitimate and useful business.” 
Cites Rail Consolidations. 

Exemplifying the changed attitude 
of the public and interest in their re- 
lations, is the changed policy toward 
consolidations in railroads, Mr. Cool- 
idge said. Pointing that the public 
has now sanctioned a consolidation 
in the railroads by act of congress,

Famous U-Boats 


Used as Models 
For Diving Suit 


Berlin, October 11.—Pxperiments 
new diver’s equipment have 
been made in the fathomless Walchen 
See, one of the most beautiful lakes 
in the Bavarian Alps. and it is claim- 
ed that depths of 500 feet were reach- 
ed by amateur divers eauipped with 
the new outfit. The experiments in 
the Walchen See were not meant to 
be endurance tests, but the possibili- 
ty of remaining in deep water for six 
hours has beeen established by another 
experiment. 

The new equipment. an invention of 


the Keil engineers, Neufeldt and 
Kuhnke, resembles the observation 
tower of a u-boat. The equipment is 
made of Siemens-Martin steel. It is 
divided into two parts. hermetically 
screwed together at the waistline. 
The upper part, with “‘windows” of 
hard glass at the front and sides, con- 
tains the signal apparatus for meas- 
uring. ‘The lower part affords room 
for the weights regulating the equili- 
brium, and in addition, contains a 
kind of bicycle saddle permitting the 
diver to sit down during his work. 

The covering for the arms and legs 
are made of very durable aluminum al- 
loy and are attached to the body in a 
way to permit the greatest freedom of 
action. They are connected with the 
main tower by unique revolving joints, 
which, nevertheless. unite the parts 
absolutely hermetically. <A ring shap- 
ed diving tank permits the diver to 
reach greater depths, or regulate his 
standpoint at changing water pressure, 
by letting in, or expelling, the water 
contained in it. The tank is worked 
through « battery 
tubes with compressed air at- 
tached to the back. ‘The safety ar- 
rangements for the diver contained in 
the new equipment are threefold. He 
can communicate with the “upper 
world” in the old fasktion by pulling 
the line; ke can telegraph to the 
surface through a Morse ticker, or 
through a telephone with a_ loud 
speaker. 

The whole outfit resembles a u-boat 
tower with odd arms and legs. The 
diver can hardly move on solid ground 
but his movements in the water are 
claimed to be as easv as though he 
were paddling around in a _ bathing 
sult.

CLEAR DISCRIMINATION. 

At the rate investigation hearing 
of the United States shipping board 
in. Washington représentatives of 
the South Atlantic coast region tes- 
tified emphatically that southern 
ports were being hindered in de- 
velopment, and industries, neces- 
sarily using southern ports, were 
being embarrassed by the rate pen- 
alties imposed against the southern 


ports. 

And why should the discrimina- 
tion exist? The fact is the differ- 
entials in favor of the northern 
ports reach as high as 714 cents a 
hundred, or $1.50 a ton. It is ridic- 
ulous even if hauling conditions 
were the same, but ships leaving the 
southern ports with overseas car- 
goes load, transport and discharge 
those cargoes cheaper than the 
same cargoes can be moved over- 
seas from any of the ports north of 
Hampton Roads. The distances to) 
many of the European deep water, 
ports are nearer to southern Ameri- 
can ports than to the north; the 
consumption of fuel is fess; the 
overhead operating expenses are 
less; the saving in time is consider- 
able. And yet, because powerful 
interests are behind the eastern 
ports, backed by the great trunk 
lines of railroads that feed them, 
not only are the ocean rates made 
lower, but the rail rates are in many 
schedules lower, and especially be- 
tween points of competing inland 
water transportation. 

The United States government is 
not supposed to discriminate be- 
tween sections, and the shipping 
board is an agency of the gov- 
ernment. Its findings are govern-| 
ment findings, and it is little less 
than scandalous that such a situa- 
tion of deliberate, unwarranted 
pénalization of the south Atlantic 
ports exists. 

Three years ago, following a pro- 
test from the southern seaboard 
states, the shipping board relieved 
this discrepancy and placed the At-. 
lantic. ports on a rate parity. This 
was supposed to be final. Then 
almost before anybody realized what 
happened the southern ports were

THE COUNTRY IS SAFE. 


George E. Roberts, vice president 
and economist- of the National City 
Bank of New York, in a public state- 
ment declares that “industry in gen- 
eral is more than holding its own 
and trade is improving.” 


He bases his conclusions on what 
he designates as “three great eco- 
nomic factors in world’ affairs’?—— 


Improved agricultural conditions, 
the restoration of normal conditions 
in Europe, and “the abundance of 
liquid capital and credit available to 
Support enterprises in any and every 
direction in which develpoment is 
needed.” 


It is as comforting as it is illumi- 
nating that the discussion of the 
National City Bank offi¢ial is entire- 
ly non-partisan, and that the “fac- 
tors” he mentions do not revolve 
around politics, the existing cam- 
paign, or the government’s admin- 
istration at Washington. 

Improved agricultural conditions 
have resulted from natural and not 
political causes, and from coopera- 
tion in marketing and from a better 


'understanding of economic wisdom 


on the part of farmers. The im- 
provement in European conditions 
may be attributed to good work on 
the part of the League of Nations. 
The increased supply of money, and 
the making of credit more liquid, 
are the natural sequences of better 
agricultural and marketing condi- 
tions at home and abroad, and to a 
natural impetus given to the money 
market after a post-war period of 
Stagnation. 

Mr. Roberts did refer to politics, 
however, in pointing out the ‘‘one 
cloud in the political sky’’—the 
“radical agitation.’”’” He did not 
directly mention the La, Follette 
movement but obviously enough he 
referred to that as the overhanging 
cloud. 


It will shortly be over, fortunate- 


ly, for third party and independent 


movements of the kind sweep down 
with a threatening menace, but 
uSually do little harm ex¢ept for the 
alarming business influences of the 
anticipation. 

The La Follette policies are in 
such open opposition to those of 
the sound and safe and dependable 
business circles that the latter must 
and will prevail in the finals. 

It is gratifying to find one of Mr. 
Roberts’ great business foresight 
and judgment so optimistic as to 
the immediate future of the na- 
tion's -business and industry.

Hatred of enemies. which seemed 
to be involved in Lev. 19:18, Jesus 
not only discountenanced, but taught 
that it was the exact opposite of what 
God wished for man. In the Sermon 
on the Mount he clearly asserted that 
the ethics of the decalogue were quite 
too rudimentary to contain a perfect 
expression of the will of God. 

Other difficulties are solved as we 
recognize the distinct spiritual pur- 
pose of the Biblical relevation.

G. H. Gilbert writes: “The book of 
Genesis, which from very ancient 
times had been the especial assump- 
tion that it is an authoritative teach- 
er of science, was quoted for centu- 
ries against scientific -progress, has 
been read anew by historical criti- 


cism, and this new reading is a con- 
spicuous achievement .of the modern 
era. ‘The first eleven chapters of 
Genesis in particular have been rein- 
ferpreted. It has been shown for in- 
stance that scientific accuracy is not 
an attribute of the first chapter; that 
while it expresses the belief that the 
visible universe was created by God 
the method and order of this creation 


cannot be reconciled with the discover- 
ies of science. Then, for example, 
creation was not accomplished in six 
days, nor was the light and a vegeta: 
ble kingdom before the creation of 
the light-giving bodies, nor were men 
and the primitive animals vegeta- 
rians.’

Lamenting the spirit of raclal and 
religious intolerance which threatens 
at this time to disrupt the brother- 
hood of the nation, Judge E. C. Kontz, 
speaking at the recent reunion of the 
Confederate veterans of Rabun coun- 
ty, recalled how in the days of the 
war between the states, and during 
the recent world war, American citi- 
zens fought side by side as brothers, 
regardless of creed or race. 

This reunion in Rabun county 
probably will, it is said, be the last 
such occasion, due to the advanced 
age of the survivors of the Confed- 
eracy.

“When the civi] war began at Fort 
Sumter, the white people of the south 
rose as one man, forgetting their com- 
ponent races, their religious creeds, 
their partisanship and their personal 
differences and presented a_ united 
front to what they deemed their com- 
mon foe. Thus united they met the 
enemy and, as one has said, ‘they 
wore themselves out whipping them.’ 
Because they were united, it seemed 
that they might win against insur- 
mountable odds. But no Confederate 
veteran or his descendants should ever 
forget that, though united (cut off as 
they were from the markets of the 
world), the war could never have been 
prosecuted during those four

USE VARNISH OR 


WAX 


_-- 


ON LINOLEUM FLOORS 


Mrs. Brown waxes her 
floors, irs. Smith protects hers with 
a coat of varnish. And Mrs. Jones, 
bike many other women who have re 
‘ently installed modern floors of lin- 
v-eum, wonders just which method is 
correct, 

Yet this question should not puzzle 
fuy woman if she knows what kind 
of ¢noleum covers her floors. If it 
ig plain or inlaid linoleum in which 
the colors go through to the burlap 
to do— 
If, however, the pattern is 
on the surface in heavy oil 
the linoleum should not be 
“axed. Such linoleum, which is 
hnown as printed linoleum, requires 
ni coat of varnish to protect the sur- 
face colors from scuffing feet and 
heavy furniture. 

There is a right and a wrong way, 
too. for applying the varnish to the 
printed linoleum, and not any kind of 
varnish will give satisfactory results. 
(heap varnishes are likely to dry 
tacky. Often they are cloudy and mar 
the colors in the printed design. So, 
first of all, choose a good, clear, var- 
nish that will not turn white wha 
you wet it. 

Varnish Thin. 

Next, see that the varnish is thin 
enongh to flow evenly from your 
erush. Then, instead of attempting 
to apply a heavy coating, a hard job 
at the best, for good varnish is quick 
drying, spread the varnish out quite 
‘kin. Allowing at least a day between 
coats, apply a second thin coat and 
your printed linoleum can be kept 
ike new with just an occasional 
washing. 

The treatment for plain and inlaid 
linoleum is altogether different, yet 
jnst as simple. As the colora run 
through the whole thickness of the 
iinoleum, no hard protective film such 
as varnish is needed. A _ thorough 
waxing, however, and it properly 
inaintained by oceasiona} rewaxing, 
will make scrubbing wholly unneces- 
rary. . : 

The easiest way to apply wax *

He became chief special agent of the 
Frisco lines, left that to become chief 
of detectives at S.. Louis, anc later 
resumed the post he now hold., that 
of chief special agent of the Frisco 
system. Applegate is still in the game 
of thief hunting. Viehle is dead. In 
the hunt for the outlaw, Special Agent 
Lally returned to the chase and aided 
materially in catching him. He, too, 
is dead. 

The detectives had no trouble in 
taking off. Glass and splintered wood 
was scattered about where the rob- 
bery was done. | : 

Directly from this spot, up 
across the right-of-way, over a wheat 
field, Allender followed a trail. This 
was the footprints of the fugitive and 
the path he made through the ripening 
grain. It led to a fence that separated 


fields of wheat, and at a distance of, 


perhaps three hundred feet of them, 
Allender stooped, scooped some of 
them up, and immediately understood 
what had happened.

i Frisco employment records 
disclosed that Samuel Alfred Wil- 
son, then 26 years old, had been a 
telegraph operator for the Frisco 
lines. He hailed from Lebanon, La- 
clede county, Missouri. He was just 
half an inch under six feet tall. He 
was a man with just enough education 
* hold down the job of telegrapher at 
‘“‘jerk-water”’ railroad station. 


It developed that he had been dis- 
credited as an operator by reason of 
a shady financial transaction, and had 
come into further disrepute because 
of an assault and battery charge. For 
this last he was out on bond. He was 
a married man, and his wife at that 
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time was with Wilson’s parents on the 
farm near Lebanon.

“Sam, I’ll have to ask you to come 
along with me,” the sheriff said. 

“All right, sheriff, I’m ready,’’ came 
the answer. ‘ 

And that was all there was to it. 
Sam had spent very little of the 
money. The sack and what was left 
was handed to the officer, and Sam 
and the loot went to Lebanon. Later 
he, the money, his two revolvers, the 
handkerchief formed as a mask—all 
the evidence required to convict— 
were furnished by the prisoner him- 
self, and with Wilson finally reached 
St.. Louis. 

Wilson pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced June 30, 1893, to fifteen years’ 
imprisonment at Jefferson City. He 
served until September 29, 1904, 
when he was released. 


Allender at that time had left the 
St. Louis detective force and was with 
the Frisco system as its chief of secret 
service. One day, three weeks after 
his liberation, Wilson walked into AIl- 
lender’s office in St. Louis.

Would Allender help him to get a 
job? 

Allender took him to the various 
Frisco offices in an effort to find him 
work and give him a chance to rehabil- 
itate himself. There was no objec- 
tion to his working for the railroad, 
provided he was placed where he 
would not have to handle money or 
be exposed to temptation. Allender 
learned that there was an opening for 
a telegraph operator at Sapulpa. That 
station was wired. It replied that a 
job was there, and if Wilson wanted 
it to send him along. A pass was ob- 
tained, a little fund subscribed, and 
Wilson sent on his way. 


About five days afterward Allender 
had occasion to go to Lawton, eighty 
miles beyond Oklahoma City. He had 
to change trains at the latter city, and 
on the depot platform he bumped into 
Wilson. Allender, surprised, inquired 
what it meant. | 

“I got to Sapulpa a day too late,” 
said Wilson. ‘‘Another fellow got the 
job at Chickasha, Okla., and they sent 
me there.

Not much, perhaps, but enough so 
that it can be weighed. .A firmly 


blown-up football, for instance, ‘is | 


heavier than one which-contains no 
air. The air of the atmosphere,’ 
covering the entire earth with a 
blanket several miles in thickness, 
weighs so much that it presses 
down on us and on the earth with 
a pressure equal to nearly fifteen 
pounds for every square inch of 
surface. 

Such a pressure may easily be 
shown by means of the apparatus in 
Figure 1, which represents a thin 
sheet of rubber stretched tightly 
over the mouth of a thistle tube, 
B, to which a piece of rubber tub- 
ing, C, is attached. As long as the 
glass. thistle-tube contains air; that 
is, aS long as the opening at C is 
allowed to remain as a door to the 
free entrance of air, the rubber 
membrame will remain undisturbed.

Has Three Rays 


This marvelous substance has 
three distinct rays. The alpha rays 


They can be stopped by a sheet of 
paper. They form ninety per cent 
of the rays. 

The beta rays are more power- 
ful, having a velocity of from 35,000 
to 180,000 miles per second. They 
make up nine per cent and can be 
stopped by one centimeter of lead. 

The gamma rays, having a myste- 
rious vibration, make up only one 
per cent, and are so powerful that 
they require four centimeters of 
lead to deflect their rays. These 
rays are used in photograrhy a 
great deal. 

Has Strange Powers 


One of the most remarkable qual- 
ities of radium is that of remaining 
at a higher temperature than its 
surroundings. 

Its sources are as yet not all 
known, although it is thought that 
most of it is found in pitchblende, 
a form of a mineral called uranite. 

One of the greatest uses for ra- 
dium has been in the treatment of 
formerly incurable diseases. In an 
almost Superhuman manner radium 
can remove growths and treat can- 
cers. Unfortunately, about only 
one per cent of the tremendous en- 
ergy radium gives off is used by the 
Surgeon. The gamma rays. alone 
are used, as the alpha and beta rays 
can cause dangerous burns.

Today Leptis* Magna is being excavated and is prov- 
ing to be the most amazing archeological discovery of 
recent times, eclipsing the uncovering of the tomb of 
the Pharaoh Tutankhamen.

the buried city. Piecing together the inscriptions over the 
great doorway with those on fallen blocks of marble, the arche- 
ologists read: ‘Imperator Czesar Lucius Septimus Severus,”’ 
name of the emperor whose palace was located in Leptis 
Magna. The inscription is plainly visible in the picture.
